At three o'clock yesterday word was re- 


ceived from Washington that a decision 
'favorable to the Denver and Rio Grande 
had been rendered by the United States 
supreme court. It of course caused consid- 
erable excitement, and with hardly an ex- 
ception general,jollification. Ourdispatch- 
es indicate to some extent the character of 
the decision—the one in the general press 
report being the most specific.

appeal has settled once for all the ques- 
tion which has been agitating; the Santa 
Fe Co. and its newspaper organs so se- 
riously, to-wit as to whether the D 4 R. 
G. had not waived and agreed tp waive its 
rights to the Arkansas Canon and other 
reserved franchises, m making the Boston 
arrangement of last October. 


The supreme court by denial of the 


motion of the Santa Fe for dismissal vir- 
tually says, not only is the Rio Grande 
not the A. T. & S. F , but the canon and 
other fianchises were reserved by General 
Palmer in all negotiations. 


Fourth, I(may be observea that the 


Canon City i& San Juan Co. has mean- 
while ceased to exist, and the yxt -mar- 
ranto is out after the Pueblo A; Arkansas 
Valley railroad, which thought it had con- 
solidated wllh the C. C. & S. J. Co., but

controversy in the history of the state. It
